And What Have You

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Our family returned Sunday 
from a long weekend in El Paso 
where we attended the 40th annual 
convention of the West Texas Press 
Association. We enjoyed El Paso 
but found the 800-plus mile trip a 
little too far to make even on a long 
weekend. 
We heard some outstanding 
speakers on such subjects as drugs 
and narcotics, the water pollution 
problem but the most striking pro­ 
gram was on our prisoner of war 
problem. 
Major Joe Carpenter of the 
U. S. Air Force, one of nine A- 
mericans to be freed by the North 
Vietnamese, made a very stirring 
appeal for the support of the people 
of t h i s c o u n t r y to aid in getting 
Hanoi to at least give the names of 
those men held in their camps. 
Maj. Carpenter pointed out 
that there are over 1500 prisoners 
of war or men m i s s i n g in action 
with only about 400 of these known 
to be in enemy hands. 
As Maj. Carpenter so abl y 
pointed out, the real heros of this 
was are the many families here at 
home that do not know if their loved 
o n e s a r e dead or alive. Some of 
these men have been m i s s i n g for 
over five years and their families 
still do not know their fate. 
Maj. C a r p e n t e r seems to 
firmly believe that a ground swell 
of public indignation is this country 
could force Hanoi to at least supply 
a list of names of those captured. 
It is inconceivable to us that 
anyone in this country or anywhere 
else in the free world could oppose 
any effort to aid these men and re­ 
gardless of one’s view of the war 
everyone should be interested in the 
human treatment of these men and 
their families.

F O R T Y - F I V E Y E A R S AGO 
(August 14, 1925) 


When it gets so wet and s o 
muddy that a bunch of picnic boosters 
gets "stuck u p , ” i f s going some. 
But this is w h a t happened to our 
b oosters Monday. They started out 
about thirty-five c a rs strong, with 
banners and hopes high for a gala 
day, but before night their banners 
were crum pled, their feathers had 
flumped and hopes had faded. D ark­ 
ness found about f i f t e e n cars "all 
stuck-up and rearing to go, " in the 
lane about five m iles southwest of 
Sagerton and seven m iles northeast 
of the city of Pastura. Think of it. 
Plenty of c ars, plenty of gas, but 
muddy and tired and sleepy, nothing 
to eat, nothing but mud and m osqui­ 
toes and frogs. This is a brief sum ­ 
ming of their pitiful plight. No tele­ 
phones, no houses, just darkness. 
Daylight found that three c ars on the 
re a r had b a c k e d out a n d came a- 
round, reaching Hamlin about sunup. 
Some walked down to P astura and 
took the train, the re st stayed there 
all night, a rescue party went out 
e a r l y Tuesday to drag them out. 
Trucks, chains, ropes and block and 
tackle, with a great supply of sand­ 
wiches and coffee, reached them and 
one by one, they came in, drabbled 
and weary, but every blooming one 
had sm iles on their faces. "Stuck­ 
up" that’s what happened to all who 
kept on the way after leaving Haskell. 
At that place several turned back, 
but they too had mud and water'.and 
then w ater and mud before reaching 
Hamlin. Some switched off at Sager­ 
ton and came through high w ater in 
the Swenson pasture. It is said that 
a cloud-burst t o o k place between 
Haskell and Rule. One thing about 
that crowd, they played gam es, and 
everyone came back wishing for that 
hard surface road to b e built AT 
ONCE. It is reported that several 
close call accidents occurred. It is 
a happy result that no one was hurt, 
for there is said to have been s e v e r­ 
al cars in ditches.

WASHINGTON, D. C. — 
The National Health Crisis 
has been discussed heretofore 
and from all indications it 
may get worse before it gets 
better. 
There is, however 
concentrated attention being 
given to meet the situation. 
In spite of the high cost, the 
overcrowding of facilities, and 
shortage of technical help 
connected with illness, more 
people are receiving 
better 
care than ever before. 
But 
there are deficiencies which 
still have to be met for certain 
hospitals 
to 
qualify 
under 
the Medicare Program. 
Special efforts are being di­ 
rected to provide better nurs­ 
ing care. We probably have 
some 
of the 
best 
nursing 
homes to be found anywhere 
hut from reports thor are also 
some pretty bad ones. 
One of the 
great unan­ 
swered challenges is the short­ 
age of nurses and yet small 
hospitals in many of our small 
towns are being denied medi­ 
care 
benefits because 
they 
do not have, and cannot af­ 
ford to have, 
at least one 
registered nurse on duty for 
each 8-hour shift. 
Many 
of our 
older 
and 
smaller hospitals do not meet 
regulations under the Medi- 
the safety standards set by 
care Program. In many in­ 
stances these physical facili­ 
ties can be improved to the 
extent of qualifying but no 
one wants to spend the money 
necessary if they are unable 
to have at least, three registered 
nurses on duty over a 24-hour 
period. 
In Texas alone there are 
some 170 hospitals which may 
have their medicare benefits 
terminated if they have to 
comply with the unbending 
strictness 
of the rules and 
regulations laid down by the 
Department of Health, Edu­ 
cation, 
and 
Welfare. 
Like 
most, if not all, Federal pro­ 
grams, 
administrators must 
"go by the book” but the book 
itself in the form of rules 
and regulations, is forcing the 
closing of some 
small-town 
hospitals. 
This means that 
elderly patients would have 
to go to a hospital located in 
some larger town. 
Elderly 
patients accustomed to local 
care just simply don’t want 
to leave their community. 
Everyone agrees that any 
hospital or 
nursing home 
should have the best and most 
modern care available 
but 
when regulations and rules 
leave no hospital at all people 
are 
understandably 
upset. 
There should be more time 
for modernizing buildings to 
meet proper safety standards 
but under the rules this still 
leaves the requirement for 
nurses. 
Licensed Vocational Nurses 
do a very fine job and could 
well, under the general super­ 
vision of doctors and registered 
nurses, fill the practical needs. 
There is an area for com­ 
mon sense to be provided and 
particularly until reasonable 
deficiencies can be met. A 
hospital less than two years 
old in South Texas faces the 
prospect of being denied ad-

L t Gov. Ben Barnes, Board 
chairman, sounded the warn­ 
ing that a “critical financial 
condition’’ looms which de­ 
mands "economy-minded gov­ 
ernment 
In a letter directed to state 
agencies, Board advises that 
they submit suggestions at an 
early date on where fat can 
be trimmed from their ap­ 
propriations requests. 
“Reluctant" fat trimmers 
should be invited back for a 
second 
hearing before the 
the Board, Barnes said. 
Requests already submitted 
reportedly 
exceed the ex­ 
pected income for the 1972-73 
biennium by more than $1 bil­ 
lion. 
Estimates of the amount of 
the 1971 tax bill which will 
be needed to support adequate 
services for state agencies in 
the face of expanding demands 
still range from $350 to $700 
million. 
Some 
ranking 
legislators 
fear a revenue bill of that 
magnitude will be virtually 
impossible to pass in view of 
the fact that lawmakers voted 
$350 million in new taxes only 
last year. 
Budget Board’s recommen­ 
dations on spending usually 
are more conservative than 
those 
finally 
adopted 
by 
Legislature. However, 
they 
serve as take-off points for 
the 
House 
Appropriations 
Committee and Senate Finance 
Committee deliberations. 
AUTO INSURANCE 
DE­ 
LAY — Texas motorists got 
a hint of good news: 
they 


may escape a raise in 
auto 
insurance premiums altogether 
this year. 
Charles D. Mathews, a mem­ 
ber of the State Board of In­ 
surance, raised hopes of that

studying rates. 
Mathews also predicted the 
Insurance Board will come
